March 6. tile roads* submissions gen­ 
erally seeking restoration of wages 
paid prior to May I, 1920. when the 
first wage award, 
amounting 
to 
$600,000.

effeetiv. 
The 
cross-petitions for more pay vary In 
the amounts sought, ranging from 
6 to 13 cents an hour. 
Although announced aa a general 
policy by tho federated shop crafts, 
the 13 per cent increase actually ai>- 
penrcd in only about one-half of the 
submissions. Requests for increases 
for clerical workers was made on
